E. J ,Stribling, and Mark J. Lougn- 
lin, 

,*“This committee will have for its 

purpose only the incorporatioin oi 
Menlo Park, leaving the matter of 
the nomination for trustees and their 
election entirely to the voters, as pr 
vided iby law. 

“Under no circumstances will the 
Chamber of Commerce, or this com- 
mittee, advocate or work for any in- 
dividual, or set of induviduals, for 
any of the offices to be held under 
incorporation. 

“The law the method 
under which any registered voter can 
pace himself on the ticket for elect- 
ion to such office as he chooses, and 
it is up to the voters themselves to 
make their choice at the time of the 
election, 

The Chamber of Commerce, and 
this committee, feel that the voters 
of Menlo Park are entirely compe- 
tent to make their own selection.” 

Incorporation headquarters will be 
cpened in the store in the Bank 
Building on the highway and some 
body will be there from 7 to 9 o’clock 
each evening and practically all day 
to furnish information to the pub- 
lic in regard to incorporation and in 
all matters that bear on the subject. 

The petetion which must be pre- 
sented to the supervisors will also be 
at the headquarters and all persons 
who are interested in the good ana 
welfare of their town are requested 
to call and sign it.

Menlo Park is now the only town’ 
on the peninsula which is not incor- 
porated and which does not enjoy 
having its own government. 

There are so many reasons for the 
incorporation of the town that it 
seems that all could see them, how- 
ever, it may be well to speak of a 
few of them at this time: 

One of the important advantages 
to be gained would be the fact that 

ig a traffic officer could be engaged to 
give his attention to the needs of the 
town. He could safeguard our child- 
ren at the school crossing and that 
being his duty it would be done at 
7 all times, whereas at presnt we have 
pies i : no such officer. 

Another dangerous point as far as 
traffic goes is at the corner of the 
State Highway and Santa Cruz ave- 
nue, where the cars goiing north and 
south, and most always at a very 
high rate of speed, endanger the 
property and lives of those who must 
cross at this point. Santa Cruz ave- 
nue is used as a speedway by some 
and this could and should be stopped 
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and would be is the town had its own 
government. 

Building restrictions could be made 
and enforced, thus bringing up the 
value of the property, and at the 
same time offering an inducment to 
outside people to come in to Menlo 
Park and make their homes and en- 
gage in business, a thing which is not 
done now. 

Better sanitary laws could be made 
and enforced. Parts of the town 
which at present have no sewer sys- 
tem could be sewered and the prop. 
erty values thus greatly increased. 

The streets of the town could be 
improved by pavement be placed on 
them, setback line formed and pos- 
sibly trees being planted on them. 

A police force would be on hand 
to stop all forms of lawlessness and 
protect property and life. 

Electric rates would be reduced 
and it is very probably that after a 
short time insurance rates, which are 
sky high at present, would be reduc- 
de. 

These are only a few of the ad- 
vantages that would come out of the 
incorporation of the town. 

The next question is to put it over. 
All who do not thoroughly under- 
stand the issure are invited to call 
at the headquarters in the Bank 
Building and ask any questions they 
may desire and study the matter over 
carefully, all questions will be cheer- 
fully answered. 

The time is ripe for this incor- 
poration movement and it should be 
put over at once. Even outside peo- 
ple can see it and newspapers from 
the surrounding district have taken 
the matter up and discussed it.

It is good news that the Men- 
lo Park Chamber of Commerce 
has decided to proceed vigorous- 
ly with a campaign looking for- 
ward to the municipal incorpora- 
tion of the town. As we have 
stressed repeatedly in these col- 
umns, Menlo Park is a locality 
having town conditions and town 


problems but lacking municipal 
machinery for hondling them.

poration committee is the empha- 
sis it lays on the idea that every 
effort will be made to prevent 
the development of distracting 
side controversies which can so 
easily attain a larger though 
false importante in the minds of 
the voters, with destructive ef- 
fect on the main issue 
The  votersof Menlo Park 
should mear in mind that what is 
most impotrant in the eléction 
they will hold is the incorpora- 
tion of a municipality, rather 
than the question of who will be 
its. first board of trustees. The 
incorporation, once achieved, will 
be permanent. Any board of 
trustees chosen will be but tem- 
porary. Any faction that may 
dislike the: nominees for original 
trusteeships can be comforted by 
the thought that there will be 
plnty of opportunities in  suc- 
ceeding elections to choose new 
members. But the proposed in- 
corporation of the town is some- 
thing that will benefit permanent- 
ly every resident of the place— 
regardless of who does. or who 
does not serve on the first board 
of trustees.

Francisco soloists. Mr. Cadman con- 
ducted, and the large audiences wel- 
comed him with a storm of applause 
and similarly expressed its apprecia- 
tion of him and his beautiful music 
at every opportunity throughout the 
performance. 

“The Sunset Trail” depicted the 
struggles of the Indians against the 
encroachments of the white man, 
carrying a dramatically romantic, yet 
pathetic story in the Indian music as 
only Charles Wakefield Cadman can 
write. For the presentation of it the 
large stage, surrounded and partly cov- 
ered by the trees, was converted into 
an encampment or village of the Red- 
men, making a charming Picture that 
no indoor theatre could possibly have 
duplicated. There were wigwams and 
a central compfire, with surroundings 
of rocks and shrubbery, in a scene that 
was natural, artistic and highly color- 
[ ful. 
ae F And such an array of rich, beautiful 

and authentic costumes! These had 

been supplied largely from the great 
private collection of W. F. Hamilton of 

Burlingame, who so successfully plann- 

ed and managed the production. The 

mere show of costumes would be a 

revelation, a sensation, in any of the 

large eastern cities. 

The choral singing was of especial 
importance in “The Sunset Trail,” and 
the great mixed chorus of local singers 
in this production was remarkably 
good, singing with fine precision and 
tonal accuracy that would have re- 
flected credit on any professional com- 
pany. Mrs. W. F. Hamilton, who sang 
one of the principal roles, that of Chip- 
eta, had trained the chorus, and her 
work deserves the highest praise. 

In striking contrast with the singing 
organization, the orchestra was small 
and it failed to produce the volume of 
tone requisite for the proper musical 
balance. But Cadman held the baton, 
and that meant a good deal to the en- 
thusiastic audience. Fortunately, 
some of the most beautiful songs called 
for efily piano accompaniments and 
th@se were exquisitely played by the 

»’composer himself in several instances 
and Helen Evans Beal of Hillsborough, 
whose skillful work at the ivory keys 
also proved the best part of the or- 
chestra performance.
